HOW HENRY STARBUCK WAS

KIDLED.

We reproduce from the Port Jer-
vis Gazette of Tuesday . detalls of
how Henry Starbuck formerly of
| Honesdale met his death:

“Mr, Starbuck was killed about
11:30 o'vlock Monday morning. He
was a bridge ecarpenter in the em-
ploy ol the Erle and was working
[ with Foreman Theodore Durrant.
| The two men had done some work on
the east end of a bridge that spans
the Ramapo River, and went to a
| tower 1o warm themselves after be-
|ing out in the storm, Returning to
| the bridge, they concluded to put

in what is known as the wall ties for
the west end of the structure. Mr,

Durrant went to work on the east
| hound siding and Mr. Starbuck on
| the west bound siding. In all there
are four tracks over this bridge.
| “When Mr. Starbuck attempted to
put his tle under the rails, he found
that it was too thick and needed
|some edging. He was engaged In
trimming It down, when a long east
|bound freight train pulled by sep-
drpting him from his fellow work-
man, While this train wns passing,
passenger train No. 176 came up the
west bound track at the rate of forty
| miles an hour and running forty
| minutes late. After the frelght had
gone by Mr., Durrant noticed that the
passenger train was coming to a
|stop a short distance up the track, |
and looking acrose the bridge, he
fulled to see Mr, Starbuck. Golng
up the road about fifty feet, he
found him lying between the west
bound track and the siding.

“An Investlgation showed that Mr.
Starbuck while worklng along the
siding got in the way of the engine
|and was struck In the side of the
head by the step with sufMolent force
| to kIll him Instantly. His body was
dragged Afty feet, and several bones
‘ weore fractured,"

The Preliminary Contest,
Editor The Citlzen:

Under Ariel items in the Wayne
County Herald of Nov, 10, referring
to the prellminary contest held at
Sterling on Nov. 3, we read that
" the vontest was very unsatisfactory
on account of two of the judges be-
Ing from Sterling township. The
judge from Gouldshoro was unable
to attend, so Prof, Sipe had to select
another judge to represent him, and
unfortunately he secured a man, who
after the contest, was found to be a

irector of Sterling,"” Now, in the
rit place it was unfair on the part
[ Mr. Relmer to suggest to me the
man he did as a judge, becanse a
director would naturally favor repre-
sentatlives from his own district. The
fault of the whole matter lles with
Arie]l rather than with Sterling.

It might be well, in order that the
people may know the conditions and
declde for themselves who s to
blame for the unfairness of the con-
test, to explain why Gouldsboro had
no judge and why the people ol Arjel
are gaylng that the contest was un-
fair,

Two weeks before the contest
wrote a letter to Mr. Storm, the
chairman, for Information about
Judges and other arrangements con-
cerning the contest. This letter
was never answered. Then I wrote
to Mr. Reimer from whom 1 recelved
word two days before the contest
that each school was to gelect a
Judge and Mr. SBtorm was to select
the fifth. ‘This was & very short no-
tice and 1 was unable to get a sult-
able judge to represent us. Furth-
er, 48 I understand, this Afth judge
was to have been an impartial one,
Instead of an lmpartial judge Mr.
Stormmn procured Rev. Morrison, who
for certain reasons would not give
a fair decision to Gouldsboro. This
judge told me himself that ‘“‘we
came down here (Sterling) to-night
to knock out Gouldsboro.”” 1 have
reasons to believe that he meant
exactly what he said. Literally, they
“knocked out"” Gouldsboro, but they
did not do it fairly. It appears very
plain to me why Ariel should say
that the contest was unsatisfaclory.

The fact that Mr, Storm did not an- |

swer my letter and that he selected
Rev. Morrison as the fifth judge go to
ghow that, i each district would
have had Its judge, and If each judge
would have worked In the Interest of
his own district, as the chalrman
thouprht they should, regardless of
merit, with the "“"knock out” epirit of
the Ariel judges, Ariel would have
recelved both honors, & thing that
they thought they would be able to
do.

Now, 1 have been requested not
to let Lhis feeling of dissatlsfaction
gel oul among the sechools of the
county because it would be a severe
criticlam upon the schools of Wayne
county. 1 am sorry if it becomes a
ceriticlsm upon the educational inter-
esls but 1 feel that It 1s proper that
the other High schools of the coun-
ty should know that the representa-
tives from the southern district were
not falrly chosen,

Miller, Oregon, who with Jury Com-
miagloner W, 4, Bullock, Dyberry,
and Clerk Bayliss Bullock, Dyberry,
is buslly engaged In tlils annual ar-
duous task.

"Yes, we get lots of requests to
goat In the jury wheel,” pleasantly
answered Mr. Miller, when seen
Wednesday afternoon by a Cltizen
man in the grand Jjury room where
the process of selection is  Dbelng
carried on.

"It takes us about three weeks as
a rule,” he sald, “to fill the Jjury
wheel, We usually send out for
lists from which we select the names.
The quota of each township depends
on the number of taxables reslding
in the district. Texas |s entitled to
76, Bethany to 2. That's the ex-
tremes. The borovgh of Honesdale
is entitled to 49, and so on."”

"The names which were not drawn
in 1810 are replaced in the wheesl
agaln, There are 152 names left in
the wheel from last year."

There were five terms of Court
last year. For each term a venire
is issued for 48 petlt and 24 grand
jurors, In addition there wids a
special term of court last Fébruary,
when the celebrated Carl Howe case
wisd Lried, For the speclal term, a
venire of 40 petit jurors was lssued,
The name of no person who has gerv-
ed on the jury within two years [s
entitled to go into the jury wheel.

Additiona) Infermation which will
be of inlerest to the taxpayers of
Wayne county, very few of whom are
averse to serving on the jury, was
gleaned from Pepper and Lewls' Di-
gast, Second EBEdition, Volume 2, as
follows:

Meetings of Jury Commissioners,

It shall be the duty of sald
Jury Commissioners, and presi-
dent judge to meet at the seat
of justice of the respective
countles at least 30 days before
the first term of the Court of
Common Pleasg In every year,
and thereupon fproceed, with
due diligence to select alternate-
ly from the whole gualified elec-
tors of the respective county at
large, & number such as at the
next term of the Court of Com-
mon Pleas next preceding shall
by the salil Court be designated,
of sober, Intelligent and judici-
ous persons, Lo serve as jurors
In the several courts of such
county during that year; and the
sald Jury Commisgloners, and
president judge, shall in the
mode and manner now directed
by law, place the names of per-
sons so selected in the proper
jury wheel and the sald Jjury
wheel, locked as now reguired
by law, shall remain in the cus-
tody of the sald Jury Commlis-
sloners and the keyg thereof In
the custody of the sheriff of said
county.

There are close on to 6,000 voters
In Wayne county. The chances of
Mr. Cltizen's name being placed In
the jury wheel are one in twelve. If
fortunate encugh to be numbered
among the lucky 600, Mr. Taxpay-
er's chances of dolng Jury duty are
about three out of five.
